EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

2. Claims 12-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 12 recites, 
inter alia, a method of producing a fuse structure comprising applying an insulator layer over a 
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wiring layer; wherein said insulator layer comprises an upper layer, a middle layer and a bottom 
layer and removing said upper layer of said insulator layer, wherein said removing forms a gap 
between a fuse element and said insulator layer. The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
above limitations in combination with other claim limitations nor would it be obvious to modify 
the references of record so as to fabricate the fuse structure of the instant application.
